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Finland: The resignation of the Agrarian -domi- 
nated coalition, in power for almost two years, will

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probably result in a protracted political deadlock. 
President Kekkonen, probably recognizing that he 
cannot now reconstitute a workable non-Communist 
coalition, has appointed a nonpolitical cabinet under 
Reino Lehto. Kekkonen will almost certainly be 
pressured to call new elections, but he is likely to 
do so only as a last resort since, in a new election 
now, hi s own Agrarian Party would probably lose 
votes.
